PARIS, Feb. 20. —Police measures for 


the maintenance of order have been 
taken on an extensive scale, and the 
eityjs now quiet. M. Loubet did not 
qait his residence at the Luxembourg- 
until 0 O'clock Sunday evening. 


Toward 7 o'cloc-k demonstrations oc- 


curred in front of the office of Sebas- 
tian Faure's anarchist paper, the Jour- 
nal du Peuple, on the Boulevard Jlont- 
martre, for and ag-ainst Lonbet. There 
was a collision between the rival fac- 
tions and several persons were in- 
jured. 
The partisans of the newly- 


elected president were worsted in the 
conflict, and moved off to the Cafe 
"Broba, where they werj again attack- 
ed and dispersed < y their opponents. 
Many arrests,-were made. 
Similar en- 


counters occurred at about 9 o'clock at 
the -offices of the Libre Parole, and 
more serious disorders At the Brasserie 
Maxeville, on the Boulevard Mont- 
martre, where several women were 
trampled upon and injured. 


A fracas also took place at the Cafe 


Des Panoramas, where blows were 
freely exchang-ed. 
In both cases the 


police intervened energetically, arrest- 
ing-"maay. 


At .11 o'clock an enormous crowd was 


demonstrating- in favor of M. Zola. 


Toward midnight crowds broke the 


windows of the Rothschild's offices in 
the Rne Lafitte and another groap 
wrecked UH? office* ot the anti-J'ttif.

crowds gradually dispersed, and at 
midnight quiet had been almost re- 
stored.

ground of objection being that the 
president is a Dreyfusard. The street 
demonstrations which have occurred 
have not been spontaneous but were 
evidently organized and 50 far uhey 
have been easily suppressed.

Gaelic telegraphist was also put at the 
receiver in Dublin, and the Letterken- 
ny staff when dealing -with the first 
section oJ the work in Irish, not know- 
ing of the special arrangements at the 
general postoffice, made inquiry if the 
words were accurately leeelved, and 
were rather surprised to receive a sat- 
isfactory answer in Gaelic across the 
wire. The work was sent rapidly and 
accurately, and the Irish telegraphists 
engaged on it are to be complimented 
on the capacity they displayed to meet 
the emergency.

thing about the gentle art of murder 
poison has strongly appealed to wens-

person against whom their 


Whether it be a 
husband, a lover or a fath'-r, poison in 
one form or another has been the, 
choice of murderesses from the days 
of Lucretia Borgia to Mrs. Botkin. re- 
cently convicted of killing Mrs. Dun- 
ing of Delaware with poisoned candy 
sent from California. The investiga- 
tion of the Harry Cornish poisoning 
case already points to a woman in the 
background. 


The reason for this Is obvious. 


With poison cleverly administered Ufe 
object of the murderess is attained and 
there is no physical conflict, no blood 
spilling, no wounds. Nothing which, 
would frighten a woman of delicate 
sensibilities or turn her from her pur- 
pose. And, better still, the chance* ot 
detection are very slight if the job be 
skillfully done.

pire poisoning was" so frequent that 
every great man had a table compau- 
ion, who played the part of the dog in 
the proverb, every particle of the diet 
being tried on him before it was taken 
by his master. 


The most famous ot women poison- 


ers was Lucretia Borgia. She was 
the daughter of Alexander VI., and, 
with her father and brother, Caesar, 
managed to get rid of a most impos- 
ing number of family enemies. 


The 
celebrated 
poisoner, 
Mme. 


Brinvilliers, was one of the most beau- 


arrested, tried and convicted. In her 
ttll was found a diary which showed 
that she had n« only poiw>n«<J b** 
father and two brothers and many 
hospital patients, but her own child 
and two servants a* well. Marquise 
de Brinvilliers believed up to the last 
that her beauty and influence would 
save her, but she paid the penalty ot 
her crimes. 


She was sentenced to walk through 


the streets ot Paris clad only in a long 
white smock and carrying in her band 
a lighted torch to Notre Dame tower, 
where she begged the people of Prance 
to forgive her and was beheaded. 


At the beginning of the eighteenth 


century a general husband-poisoning 
conspiracy was discovered in Naples 
by the bungling efforts of a noble- 
man'* wife to poison her husband. 


This high-born prisoner was pnt to 


the torture and confessed her crime, 
saying that she had received the drug 
from an old woman named Toffania. 


As a result of this discovery thou- 


sands of arrests were made, among the 
number being princesses, duchesses, 
countesses and others'Of noble rank, 
besides great numbers of the wives of 
bankers, merchants, tradesmen and 
gentlemen. 
* 


For three years the courts were bn*y 


with poisoning cases. Two hundred 
women of rank and education were'be- 
headed, 200 were banged, nearly 100, 
to consideration of their rank ana fam- 
ilies, were, as a great privilege, prl- 
,vai«ly .strangled, in. prison, and nearly 
2,000 were whipped, Imprisoned or 
banished. 


Toffania admitted having been par- 


ty to over 600 murders that she knew 
of and how many more she could not 
tell, for'her poison was sent in vials 
all over Europe. 


It was believed to be a preparation 


of arsenic, was colorless, almost taste- 
less, and from four to six drops 
formed a fatal dose.

The new forest is one of the places 


in England which never disappoints 
the visitor. The wildest, richest, and 
most varied flora and fauna are right 
at hand, and from red deer down to 
rarest butterflies and moths, there are 
few names on the list of English birds, 
beasts and insects which some part ot 
the forest does not furnish. One may 
spend days and nights by Denny bog 
and Matley bog and learn something 
fresh about nature every hour. The 
birds of the marsh and wood issue 
forth at dusk, so tame, vociferous and 
active that one hardly knows what to 
think until one realizes that these 
birds scarcely see a human being from 
spring to autumn in the time of even- 
ing flight by this great lonely marsh 
and 
its 
encircling and untrodden 


woods. The snipe, woodcock, plover, 
nightjars, wood owls, herons, 
wild 


duck, teal and late-flying moorhens 
bleat, whistle, squeak, nroak, quack, 
scream and call, and show themselves 
In full .vigor of flight for business and 
pleasure until the darkness falls over 
the bog. The half-wild animals of 


the forest are a great ornament and a 
constant interest. These include not 
only the ponies, but the donkeys, the 
cows and the pigs, all very independ- 
ent a«vl interesting from their way of 
life. Forest ducks and chickens also 
roam afield. 
Of the four staple ani- 


mals of the commoner's stock, the po- 
nies are the most attractive, the cows 
far the tamest, the donkies the hardiesf 
and the pigs the most Independent. 
Something has happened to the forest 
pigs. They are no longer In evidence 
as they were—not one Is to be seen 
where formerly there were hundreds. 
Cobbett declares he saw 1,000 on his 
ridB from Lyndhurst to SeaalJets; now 
he would not see ten. But these are 
the aristocrats and chivalry of the race 
of pigs; clean, active and very select 
in their company and behavior.

There are no window sashes, 
and the doors, 
AN hen closed, are air- 


tight. The air supplied Is forced Into 
the room through a pipe and filtered 
through cotton wool to cleanse it of 
bacteria. To Insure further sterilisa- 
tion the air is driven against a glycer- 
ine-coated plate glass, which raptures 
all the microbes the wool spa-as.

In a ree«nt lecture delivered hi nuuie 


and imported to the London Lancet, 
Dr. Bizzorzero made a deep impression 
by bis summing up of the argument 
for vaccination.

having in consequence of the calami- 
tous smallpox epidemic,, of 
1870-71 


enacted the law of 1874 which "makes 
vaccination obligatory in the first year 
of life and revaccination also obliga- 
tory at the tenth year."

the i-esult? With a population of 50,- 
000,000 having in 1871 lost 145,000 lives 
by smallpox, she found by her law of 
1ST* the mortality diminished so rap- 
idly that' today the disease numbers 
only 116 victims a year. These cases. 
moreover, occur almost exclusively in 
towns on her frontier. If it were true, 
continued Professor Bizzozzero, that a 
good vaccination does not 
protect 


from smallpox, we ought to find in 
smallpox epidemics that the disease 
diffuses itself in the well-vaccinated 
no less than In the non-vaccinated 
countries. But It is not so.

A. Portable EUccrlc S»f«t.T T.»mp. 


There has just been brought forward 


a portable electric safety lamp for use 
in special cases where an open flame, 
or evet one safeguarded, as in the 
miners' lamp, would prove dangerous. 
The combination consists of a dry bat- 
tery arranged to be Carried in a holder 
at the belt or in the pocket, the battery 
being controlled by a j small; rheostat, 
maintaining jpi even supply of current 
to the lamp and allowing- it to burn 
with the same brilliancy duing the 
life of the battery. 
The electric lamp 


connected to the battery by a flexible 
cord is the miner's lamp manufactured 
by the Edison electric company, and Is 
of six candle power, set in a small 
white enameled parabolic reflector, and 
provided with a stick-pin to allow it 
to be attached to the hat or any part 
of the clothing, the light having suffl- 
cient luminosity to per.mlt of ordinary 
matter being read at a distance of one 
hundred feet from the lamp. 
This 


unique combination is manufactured at

New Artificial F««*U. 


Diamonds, rubies, emeralds and sap- 


phires have all been produced in the 
laboratory, and it is now the turn of 
the pearl. 
The/chemist, however, is 


not himself the'maker of the new arti- 
ficial pearls; he is only the collabora- 
tor. 
It is true that false\ pearls are 


made from mother of pearl, but their 
luster is not up to the mark. 
The 


Chinese have long introduced grains o£ 
sand and little knots of wire into the 
shell of the pearl oyster, in order that 
the animal to relieve itself from the 
irritation so caused may coat the for- 
eign substance with pearl. If this mat- 
ter be .inserted between the shell and 
the mantle the oyster can eject it by 
contraction of =hls body, 
To prevent 


this, M.Boutan, a French experimenter, 
has trepanned .the shell and introduced 
a small bead of nacre, which might, 
however, be a true pearl of small size, 
through the hole and fixed it by means 
of cement to the shell. This bead was 
in course of time covered with nacre by 
the oyster, and a fine large pearl was 
the result 
Dealers cannot distinguish 


it from the Oriental pearl. 
The ques- 


tion of making pearls in this way was 
recently discussed at a meeting of the 
Academis des Sciences, Paris, and M. 
Bertbelot, the famous 
chemist, ob- 


served that such a pearl could only be 
considered as a true pearl, if it had at 
least a hundred layers of the pearl 
nacre; otherwise it would only be a 
foreign substance covered with nacre. 
Of course, if the foreign matter is a 
pearl itself this objection disappears, 
and we have the means *of producing 
pearls at will. 
According to M. La- 


caze Duthier some two years would 
be required for a haliotide to produce 
a big pearl. 
The artificial pearls of 


the trade, fabricated from nacre, could 
also be coated in the same way. Evi- 
dently the pearl mussel and oyster are 
about to be domesticated for the pro- 
duction of pearls, as the spider Is for 
silk. Pearl divers may become a leg- 
end of the past

How NetuIlM Are Made. 


Needles are made ot the finest qual- 


ity of steel. The molten metal is pour- 
ed into gauges, out of which it comes 
a fine wire, about the fifteenth part of 
an inch thick (or fine needles, a little 
thicker for the coarser needles. Then 
the wire is cut the length of two nee- 
dles, after which It Is straightened in 
bundles of 4,000 and 5,000. 
The points 


are then made, and this is a dangerous 
process because or tho dust and sparks. 
If you have ever watched a man using 
a grindstone to shapen scissors, knives 
or axes, you have seen the sparks fly. 
The needles an? not ground to points 
one by one, but in large numbers. The 
eyes are made one by one by the nse 
of machinery, and the polishing is dona 
by machinery ami acids. 


All the machinery is of fine, strong 


construction, and the makers must all 
bft skilled.

Artificial Coal. 


There is in Lang'enburg, Pomerania, 


an artificial 
coal manufactory that 


turns out eighty briquettes a minute, 
or thirty-five tons a day, the average 
output mounting up to some 12,775 Eng- 
lish tons yearly. 
The demand is, in- 


deed, far greater than the supply. This 
is said to be due to the remarkable 
cheapness of the article, the customary- 
price being only thirteen cents for 130 
briquettes, or say, at the rate of some- 
thing like two briquettes for one-fifth 
of a cent retail. That these burn slow- 
ly and give a fairly good heat is showa 
by the fact that in a closed oven one 
briquette will remain in a glowing 
state for twenty-fou* hours, while in 
an open grate, though burning more 
quickly, it remains alight for a longer 
time than any coal, ajpd giving a good 
red heat. 
The cost of working is com- 


paratively light, only a few hands be- 
ing required to attend to the machin- 
ery.

When an earthquake occurs, the en- 


tire 'crust, or surface, of the earth ex- 
periences some effects of the disturb- 
ance. 
An 
earthquake In 
Calcutta, 


which wa« accurately recorded, gave a 
basis for determining the speed of 
transmission ot the wave of disturb- 
ance due to tho shock. 
The disturb- 


ance was registered at the Edinburgh 
observatory, thousands of miles dis- 
tant, and gave a speed of transmission 
of sis and two-tenths miles per second 
for the heavier shocks, and less than 
two miles per second for the lighter 
ones.
